THE FIRST ACT. 
THE KNIGHTS ARE HERE. 


At last the long-expeeted Templars have 
arrived. They poured inte the city yester- 
day from all points of the compass. Through 
the entire, day the heavily-laden special 
trains, their approach heralded by tele 
grams, came rolling into the Chicago 
depots. The streets were filled with the 
Knights and their escorts moving toward the 
hotels or other places where they were bil. 
leted. Tux TripuNE has already published 
the names of all the Commanderies which 
had announced their intention of coming, 
and the number of Sir Knights belonging te 
each, so that instead of repeating that in- 
formation it confines itself to stating that all 
who are to be here, and who had not arrived 
Saturday or Sunday, made their appearance 
yesterday ready for the grand parade of this 
morning. 

Everything united to make the day a 
pleasant one for them—the cooling breezes 
and the sunny sky, the comfortable quarters 
and the decorated buildings, the warm wel- 
come and the hearty hand-clasp. A more 
jolly, contented, comfortable, beamingly- 
radiant set of people than these visiting 
Templars it would be hard to find. May 
they keep their good nature through the 
dust of the procession, the fatigues of the 
drill, and the excitement of the ang 
sessions of the Grand Conclave. 

What the visitors did yesterday—the ain? 
ner of the Baltimoreans to Grand Master 
Hurlbut, the receptions in the evening, and 


the scenes in camp and on the streets—is

And all this is only one phase of the great 
pageant. The great Exposition Building, 
with its splendid decorations, the sight 
of 30,000 dancing at one time to 
the music of a great orchestra of 160 
pieces, will be another sight of a lifetime. 
It is one of those mammoth undertakings 
which always bring joy to the heart of Chi- 
cago, because she knows that it can never be 
beaten. Buteven then she is not through, 
for on Wednesday night she won't go home 
till morning, but will illuminate her harbor, 
her steamers, and her yachts, set the sky 
ablaze with fireworks, and run a fringe of 
music along her shore for a mile, recalling 
the splendor of the old Venetian fétes. And 
thus, on to the end of this famous festival, 
and until the last Knight of the Red Cross 
has made his parting salute, Chicago will en- 
tertain her guests. That this may be more 
fittingly accomplished she has laid in store 
that glorious weather, those cooling, refresh- 
ing breezes, those bright blue skies, and the 
delightfully fragrant air which have made 
her so famous as a place of summer: resort.

HAS CHIVALRY BEEN RESTORED? 

Burke, nearly 100 years ago, announced 
that the age of chivalry had passed; but Mr. 
Edmund Burke had not at that time foreseen 
the grandeur of the great American Repub- 
lic, nor had he the remotest expectation that 
in the then unexplored wilds of America 
there would arise such a metropolis as the 
Chicago of to-day, nor one capable of draw- 
ing to share its hospitality a greater number 
of Knights than ever followed Hugues des 
Paiens. Noman ean look upon the scene 
enacting to-day in the streets of Chicago and 
say that the age of chivalry has passed. Was 
there ever a more brilliant pageant, ever a 
more formidable array of swords and ban- 
ners?

Is Knighthood of this day a mere 
imitation, a mere show, in which men wear 
the borrowed plumes, and swords, and 
mottoes, and names of an Order of real 
heyoes and martyrs who lived in an age 
whose record is as grand in its poetry and 
romance as itis in grand exploits grandly 
executed? Is this grand display merely a 
display and nothing more? Is it a mimic 
show, in which the twentyfive thousand 
Knights are, as actors upon the stage, briefly 
personating others, without the slightest 
thought on their part of the real meaning 
of the characters they assume? Is this

It may be, after all, @spite the utilitarian- 
ism of the present day, that the age of Chiv- 
alry, divested of its nofsense but retaining 
ail its great virtues, already been re- 
newed. But whether it has in reality or not, 
let us from the parade t)-day express a hope 


that such is — ease. 


A Nax OF GOOD TIMES. 

The monster Mason demonstration in 
Chicago this week has ag importance beyond 
the magnificenee of the flisplay and the won- 
der, admiration, and ftespect which great 
numbers always Command. It is especially 
significant of general prosperity. Three 
years ago, when the préceding Triennia! Con- 
clave of Knights Templar was held in Cleve- 
land, it would have been impossible even for 
Chicago to organize such a grand and lavish 
affair. Similar effort would not have found 
commensurate response from the Chicago 
people, nor from the people of the other cities, 
nor from the various Commanderies through- 
out the country. At that time the country 
was undergoing the most severe strain of the 
panic. Everybody was economizing. Any 
proposition to expend money, except for 
actual necessities or in investments that 
promised immediate returns, was rejected as 
almost criminally wastefal. In fact, at no 
time during the seven years preceding the 
present would any occasion have gathered. 
together so many people or met with such 
unbounded liberality. 

There are now few complaints about the ex- 
travagance of the present display. Those to 
whom it occurs that the same amount of 
money might be more usefully employed read- 
ily find some excuse for using it in the way of 
decorations or subscriptions. The utilitarian 
view is, that Chicago as a whole will be fully 
repaid hy the new renown it shall win, and 
that its population and trade will be increased 
in full proportion, Others console themselves 
with the reflection that the poorer classes 
ultimately receive more benefit from such a 
display than anybody else, since the prepara- 
tions give extra employment to large num- 
bers of people, and contribute to the stores, 
manufacturers, and tradespeople that furnish 
regular employment, Still others take a 
special pride in the present demonstra- 
tion because it is a gigantic compli- 
ment to Masonry. Nearly all persons 
agree that it furnishes a sort of 
holiday and is an innocent way of 
entertaining. But the most effective argu- 
ment in justification of the great cost of the 
present Conclave is, that times are good and 
that a liberal distribution of money within 
proper bounds is auxiliary to the mainte- 
nance thereof. 

There is another reflection to which this 
view of the case naturally leads, and which 
may be properly addressed to conservative 
and thinking men of all party affiliations. 
The country is on the eve of a Presidential 
election. The chief question before the peo- 
ple is not one of any great reform nor vital 
principle, but of a proposed change of par- 
ties; It is for them to decide whether the 
present administrative force shal! be kept 
practically intact and the present general 
policy continued, or whether there shall be 
a revolution in the public service as now or- 
ganized and hazardous experiments with 
the Government policy in matters of 
taxation, revenue, ciirrency, etc. The 
recovery from a long period of 
depression was attained by a steady and 
persistent devotion to the sound princfples 
of perfect credit and real money: it was 
aided in a pronounced manner by the excel- 
lent and effective working of a public service 
that had been long established and com- 
manded the codperation of experienced and 
skillful men. No thoughtful person, not 
selfishly or fanatically identified with polit- 
ical parties, can contemplate a proposed 
revolution in all this without serious appre- 
hension ot forfeiting in large part the pros- 
perous Condition that is now so apparent. 

There is nothing illusive or misleading 
about the appearance of prosperity which is 
80 notably reflected in the Chieago gather- 
ing of to-day. The people who have come 
to take part in the Masonic celebration repre- 
sent the most substantial elements of the 
whole continent, from the Atlantie 
to the Pacifie Ocean. There has been 
no compulsion to urge them forward; they 
have come because they can afford the time 
and money necessary to the visit. So, in 
Chicago, the money that has been expended 
for the reception and entertainment of the 
Knichts and their friends has not been given 
grudgingly, but cheerfully, as men give when 
they enjoy abundanee and feel security as to 
the future. Our prosperity of to-day is the 
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natural result of the rich resources of the |

manufacturing, unparalleled enterprise in 
the handling and transportation of products,

current, The progress which has been 
made since the close .of the War 
may be well indicated by a very few figures. 
The amount of exports in 1866, e&Xelusive of 
specie, was $136,940,000; last year our ex- 


ports amounted to $693,340,790,—an increase 


of 500 per cent. During the same period our 
imports increased $324,022,000, with this impor 
tant difference: im 1865 our imports exceed- 
ed our exports by $72,716,277, while last year 
our exports exceeded ‘our imports by $264,- 
661,606, This single item fully indicates the 
American march of commerce in the direc- 
tion of supremacy, During the same fifteen 
years the railroads in operation in this coun- 
try increased from 35,085 to 86,121 miles, or 
more than doubled, and our population grew 


at a larger rate than was expected, allowing 


for the check which immigration received 
from the panic. 

Asasign of the times, then, the Masonic 
display is not deceptive, but truly indicates 
the prosperity which it denotes externally. 
Of this common prosperity we are firmly 
convinced that nine out of every ten persons 
who visit Chicago this week, whether as 
Knights or as laymen, will go back to their 
homes firmly convinced that Chicago has a 
larger proportion than any other city in the 
country. 


WW ORLEANS AND CHICAGO. 

Atameeting of the Texasand Kansas Pacific 
Railroad Direetors at Philadelphia, some 
days ago, several of the railroad magnates 
discussed the question of how to destroy 
Chieago’s wonderful and ever-increasing 
trade. Of course, the necessity of a rival 
was considered and admitted, and finally 
the conclusion was reached that New Orleans 
should be built up and so befriended that the 
Great West should be compelled to turn its 
back upon Chicago and pour its wealth 
into New Orleans. 


It was, so say the reports, resolved to ex- 


tend the Texas Pacific Railroad and its 
connections from the Village of Shreveport, 
on the Red River, some 325 miles, to New 
Orleans. An exchange, in stating the case, 
thus sums up the results of the meeting: 


The railroad magnates who met in conference 
at Philadelphia control 6,00 miles of railway in 
Texas, Indian Territory, Kansas, Cotorado, and 
California, and they think that by making 
moderate rates of discrimination on freight on 
the shorter line to New Orleaus they can divert 
the bulk of the grain trade of the Southwestern 
United States to that city from Chicago. 


We have nothing to say against any action 
by these South western railroad companies jo 
build up New Orleans; we hope they will 
go on with their enterprise and build all the 
railroads in that section of the country they 
oan, and as rapidly as they can, provided 
they do it with their own money, and not by 
begging subsidies of bonds or of money out 
of Congress. Let them build the roads, and 
pledge the profits of the great.business they 
will divert from Chicago to New Orleans. 

The fact is, that there is notarailroad built 
west of the Mississippi River from the north- 
ern boundary of Dakota to the Rio Grande 
whose through business does not depend 
mainly on having as direet communications 
with Chicago as possible. On all the roads 
running east and west, lines running north 
or south and making connections with Chica- 
go are a necessity to the people and to the coun- 
try through which the roads are construct- 
ed. No railroads will ever flourish in Texas, 
save in the way of local traffic, that has not 
full facilities by which the people along its 
line may reach Chicago with the least trouble 
and expense. They send their products here, 
where they know they can be sold, and they 
make their purchases here, where they can 
buy everything they want. So long as the 
people of Texas, and Kansas, and Colorado, 
and the farther Southwest can find a road 
leading to Chicago they are not likely to em- 
ploy railroads to move their merchandise to 
New Orleans. In the meantime Chicago will 
probably hold her own in the way of trade, 
and hopes the building of new railroads will 
not be stopped on her account.

SHOCKING MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Burra.o, N. V., Aug. 16.—Eariy this morning 
John Kearns, boss in the Erie and Lake 
Shore Railroad transfer bouse, and proprietor 
of a saloon and boarding-house near by, at No. 
71 Abbott road, was fatally stabbed by 
a boarder and former employé named 
Martin Flannigan. At the time the assault 
was made the victim was asleep in 


bed with his two little children. Without any | 


known provocation, Flannigan entered the bed- 
room, turned down the bedclothes, and piunged 
a knife-blade into the heart of the unconscious 
man. Kearns’ family and friends can give 
no good reasons for the cowurdly attack, 
and say the parties were on friendly terms. 
The circumstances all go to show 
that the murder was one of the most deliberate 


and cold-blooded ever committed in this city. 


Flannigan eluded the officers until this morning, 
when he was arrested, and is now in the 
“treezer”’ at palice headquarters. It appears 
that Kearns had retired with his 
children, and his wife had closed 
the house, and was about to go to bed, when 
Michael Flannigan, nephew of the murderer, 
who was also a boarder, came down stairs and 
asked to be let out. Mrs. Kearns unlocked 
the back door, and Michael passed out- 
side. Hardly had the door been closed 
when Martin Flaunigan came down 
stairs in his pants and shirt, and said to Mrs. 
Kearns: 80 John put Mike out, did he?” re- 
ferring, of course, to her husband. She replied, 
“No; I let bim out just now. John is 
asleep in the bedroom.” Without a 
word wore Martin walked into the room, 
wiaich is on the tirst floor, went 
up to thee bed, and turned down the quilt and 
sheet. Kearns wore a red flannel shirt, and was 
lying on his back, The murderer suddenly 
raised his right hand, in which he held an open 
pocketknife, and brought it down with 
such violence as to bury the blade com- 
pletely in the breast of Kearns and bring 
him to his senses immediately. Kearns leaped 
from the bed and exclaimed; “He struck me 
with something besides his fist.” Les,“ said 


| the servant girl, Catherine Tierney, aged 17 


years, “I saw him strike you, and he hada 
knife, I think.” All was confusion in the 
house now. Kearns went to the light 
and examined his breast with others, but only a 
small cut could be seen from which the blood 
oozed, The mjury did not appear to be serious, 
but a messenger was sent for Dr. Greene, and 
another to notify the police. The physician 
came, but his services were not needed. 
In a little while after the blow 
was struck Kearns was in the throes of death. 
He died ir, three-quarters of an hour, in great 
agony. 

Capt. Shanahan, of the Seventh Precinct, was 
notified of the murder soon after midnight. He 
at ovce sent out his reserve force, 
and telegraphed a description of Flian- 
nigay, to the other stations. He was well 
knoyn to the police of the precinct, having 
beet. arrested several times for drunkenness. 
Superintendent Wolfe was informed of the case 
abe ut 3 o'clock, and with Detective Donovan 
tus ned out to hunt for the murderer.

He said further that the 
weapon was a small penknife, and 
he threw it away. Flanivan was born in Ireland. 
and came to this country eighteen or twent 
years ago, since which time he has lived in Buß 
falo, except during a short time in Erie. He is 
45 years old, and unmarried, Mr. Kearns bore 
a good reputation, and was a sober and 
industrious man. He had a host of friends, and 
leaves a wife and two children. Coroner Fow- 
ler was notified and took charge of the case. 
The wound was three and a half inches from the 
right nipplo and one inch above, and the knife- 
biade penetrated the fourth rib and tne heart 
in an angu way. The physician 
said the blow must have been a very violent 
one. Michael Flannigan, nephew of the mur- 
derer, was taken into custody this morni and 
locked up in Station No. 1. He said Martin 
came from Kearns’ house to a tag- 
man’s shanty, where he (Michael) was, and 
said he had stabbed John. He gave 
him a key and told him to take charge of his ef- 
fects, as he said he was go away.

THE AWARD. 

The long-looked-for award of the trunk-line 
arbitrators of percentages of business for the 
various roads east from this city was made pub- 
lic yesterday. The rearrangement of per- 
centages was made necessary by the admis- 
sion of the Grand Trunk into the east- 
bound. pool from this city. Efforts were 


made at different meetings of the managers of 


the various roads interested in this matter to 
agree upon a division, but they could not come 
to an understanding. The Chicago & Grand 
Trunk demanded 20 per cent of the business, 
and the most the other roads were willing to 
allow was 7 per cent. There was another great 
obstacle in agreeing upon the amount each 
road was to give up in order to make 
up the percentages to be given to the Grand 
Trunk. The matter was finally referred to the 
trunk-line arbitrators for settlement, and 
about a month ago a meeting was held at Sara- 
toga, and the various roads submitted argu- 
ments in favor of their respective interests. 
The arbitrators then took the matter under ad- 
visement, and have been considering it until 
yesterday. 

’ The decision is that the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk should have 10 percent of the. dead- 
freight business from this city, This is made up 
by taking from the Michigan Central 5 per cent, 
from the Lake Shore 3 per cent, and from the 
Fort Wayne 2 per cent.

The Grand Trunk people claim to be dissatis- 
fied with the award, as they consider themselves 
entitled to a larger percentage. It is not known, 
however, whether or not they will refuse to ac- 
cept the decision of the arbitrators. The opin- 
ion of the other roads is that it got more than it 
is entitled to. The Vanderbilt roads are 
dissatisfied because so much has been 
taken from their percentage. They say 
the Grand Trunk is principally competing for 
the foreign busiaess, and this atiects ali. the 
roads alike, and there is no justice in taking 
nearly the whole amount from them. The 
probabilities are, however, that all the roads 
will abide by the decision of the arbitrators and 
rearrange their business accordingly. 

In the matter of live-stock business, which is 
pooled separately, it was decided by the 
arbitrators that the Chicago & Grand Trunk 
should get 6 per cent, or about 60 car-loads per 
Weck.

New Yor«, Aug. 16--The New York Central

under their care. Yesterday the representatives 
of the three trunk lines which have the privilege 
of soliciting custom in the Garden were sum- 
moned before the Board for cxamination in ro- 
gard to this matter. As the inquiry proceeded 
their memories grew constantly more 
feeble, and it at length became apparent that 
the subject of cOmmissions on the 
sale of tickets was a branch of their business 
which they failed fully to understand. The ex- 
umination caused considerable merriment. 
Finally it was agreed to postpone the inquiry 
until such a time as the General Ticket Agents 
otf the rival roads should find it con- 
venient to appear before the Board 
and submit their explanations. Commissioner 
Ulrich said that he knew of cases where runners 
took passage on steamships and employed their 
time during the voyage soliciting passengers. 
He charged that Purser McKenzie, of the Cy of 
Richmond, had done this. He also asserted that 
between $100,000 and $150,000 had been paid in 
commissions this yearon the sale of ruilroad 
tickets to,immigrants bound to this country.

GEN. GRANT. 


His Reception in Denver. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 16.—A committee of prom- 
inent citizens, headed by Gov. Pitkin, left Den- 
ver for Manitou by special train this morning, 
where they met Gen. Grant and escorted him to 
Denver. The party arrived at the depot at 
5:45 p. m. Upon the arrival of the train 
a salute was fired by the Chaffee Light Artillery, 
after which a procession was formed of military 
and civic organizations, and proceeded through 
the principai streets to the hotel. The General 
was mounted. on a gray horse. The houses 
along the line of march were gayly 
decorated, and every available spot was 
a point of observation for people. 
All along the line the General was welcomed 
with hearty cheers. Upon arriving at the hotel 
the General dismounted and entered the build- 
ing, but, in response to calls from the crowd, 
s00n appeared upon the balcony and bowed 
pleasantly. The General then turned to retreat, 
hon the crowd clamored for a speech, where- 
upon he smiled and said:

The present terminus of the Denver & Rio 


Grande Railway is Alamosa, and this must 
continue to be the point of departure for the

Juan, Silverton, Animas City, and Parrott.

Meals along the route 
are ordinarily very good, weg at Gal- 
loway’s and at Carson’s tween Silverton 
and Animas. The scenery is grand be- 
ond description, r while cross- 
Continental Divide, near Sil- 
verton, where the summit is upwards 
of 12,000 feet above sea-level. Even 
at this late season of the year passengers are 
transported over the snow for several feet: 
and those who are interested in the wonder- 
ful may feast their visions on real ice a 
quarter of an inch thick at mid-day. In 
many places along the roadside are patches 
of snow, within a foot or two of which one 
may gather wild flowers. 

Residents in the San Juan country, whose 
interests are centered here, are prophesying 
a rush from the Gunnison ere long, 

are — * preparations to meet it. 
From what I can learn, I am half inclined to 
agree with these prophecies, and it seems to 
the general impression that the Gunnison 
has been — overrated, while the San 
Juan country has steadily improving, 
without — questionable aid of a boom, for 
the past six years.

The fear of a drain of gold to America con- 
tinues to be the main topic of European finan- 
cial writers. The London Times of Aug. 4 ad- 
mite that a good deal of fear is excited lest New 
York should begin to take gold from there and 
that contingency must, of course, be keptin 
view. Butit thinks that at the moment, and 
while call money remains in New York at 2 
per cent, there is no serious danger of a large 
export. It expressed the same opinion more at 
length in its article of the 5th inst., in which it 
said:

Crops in Europe are much better, and the grain 
harvest in Russia is only a vartial failure in- 
stead of a complete one as bas been heretofore 
reported. France and England will buy more 
of our grain and breadstuffs than any 
other nation. There are now afloat on the way 
to this country $2,000,000 in gold for the settle- 
ment of the balance due to the United States, 
and this amount will be mereased as the autumn 
shipments are made, but our imports in gold 
will not reach the figures of last year. It is es- 
timated that they will be between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000. 

Chicago bank clearings were $5,400,000. Busi- 
mess in dgscounts was very quiet at 3@5 per 
cent on call and 5@7 per cent on time. Ship- 
ments of currency to the country were heavy. 
New York exchange sold between banks at $1@ 
1.26 per $1,000 discount.

Of late years her inter- 
ests were decidedly given to the advance- 
ment and special help of dey own sex. She

Her hospital experi- 
ence, when the Nurse Training School had 
a portion of its term in the woman’s wards 
of Blockley Almshouse, was another 
call on her generous nature She 
would leave her home late in the 
evening to carry over old linen for 
bandages or other comforts to patients 
there, or to sit by a death-bed in the city 
Almshouse, by .a pauper's death-bed, to 
whom this brilliant avorit of society left it 
her woman’s paves to minister.

She 
would be busy often until long after mid- 
night, copying, with her own hand, circu-

FOLLOWING ADDRESS: 

ENTLEMEN OF THE LUMBERMEN’S ASSOCIA- 
—. One year a call was issued by the 
jumber interest of city asking the lumber- 
men of the Northwest to meet with them in con- 
vention, to consider the then depressed condi-. 
tion of the lumber trafic, and, if Possible, to de- 
vise some means to avert the financial ruin im- 
pending over the entire trade. Lumber was 
abundant, the demand light and priecs ruinous, 


and truly the outlook was such as might well 


cause grave apprehensions to All engaged in 
this branch of commerce for the future. 

To those of us outside of the City of Chicago, | 
whose daily press quoted “piece stuff 36 and 
$6.25, with a moderate demand,” it appeared as 
though the bottom had actually dropped out, 
and that the manufacturers at points tributary 
to Chicago were hurrying in dimension lumber 
to attempt to filu e yawn ony Am that was | 
rapidly depleting pockets of the lumbermen, | 
and destroying our magnificent pine forests of 
the Northwest. 

But, gentlemen, the darkness was but imagin- 
ary. The danger apparently so imminent did 
not originate in overproduction, nor were the 
jumber marts really overstock We, our- 


would now seem, to look back, that a nightmare 
had settled down upon and taken possession of 
our counting-rooms, while we were frantically 
rushing here and there, urging buyers to accept 
our lumber product, and give us just a littie 
money for it. 

But before our first convention met, a few of 
our number more sagacious than the rest 
roused themselves from the general lethargy 
that surrounded the trade and suddenly dis- 
covered that the impending. danger was due not 
to any outside influence or lack of demand, but 
to the folly of ourselves; we did not understand 
the value of our own —1—2 It was ascer- 
tained that some one had largely overestimated 
the supply. and that without any questioning as 
to the correctness of the res we accepted 
the report,.and with it for our guide were 
marching on to financial ruin, and were making 
rapid if not satisfactory progress in that direc- 
tion. When, bowever, we were brought face to 
face with the true situation, and began to real- 
ize that through gross ignorance of our business 
affairs the trade has ne dlesly given away some 
millions of dollars, and that the lumber supply 
in sight was barely sufficient to meet the de- 
mand, the question might well have arisen in 
each mind as to the mental calibre of the 
entire fraternity. The iesson taught us 
was a most expensive one, and the | 
waste we have been guilty of cannot be 
replaced. The many thousands of acres of pine | 
land we have frittered and given away Hall 
stand as a mementoin the future tous all of our 
foliy in the past, and should be coupled with a | 
resolve that in the future we will not part with | 
or destroy our forests without receiving a fair 
eonsideration therefor. 

Gentiemen, I congratulate you to-day on the 
commercial prosperity of our whole country, 
with abundant harvests safely gathered,—with 
the immense throngs of emigrants making 
bomes throughout the great West,—with a gen- 
eral feeling of 
branch of industry,—with our financial affairs 


based on a money system unequaled in our cour- |

try’s history,—with capital seeking investment 
in legitimate business pursuits,—the prospect 
before us is certainly a charming one.

day the lumbermen rank with the capitalist in 
all other branches of commerce. With your vast 
tracts of pine and your improved machinery, 
your footing in the commercial world is secure, 
and your prosperity is closely interwoven with 
that of the many thousands whose labor is util- 
ized in supplying the materials for beautifying 
aud improving the magnificent areas extending 
throughout an empire in extent lying west, 
south, and northwest. 

In conclusion, the best advice that can be giv- 
en you isto husband your vast resources, and 
bear in mind that the woodman’s ax is one of 
the worst enemies you have to contend with. 

THE LOG SUPPLY. 

After the address a diseussion took place 
upon the supply of logs and the demand for 
lumber in the future. Mr. Carpenter be- 
lieved that there would bea demand beyond 
the supply, and that there would be millions 
to seek investment in the lumber trade. 
Lumber would be higher because the cost of 
production would increase, There was no 
warrant for the prices which prevailed a year 


ago. 

Mr. Thompson thought the demand for 
lumber would be even greater than 
it now was, and it now was great- 
er than it ever was before. He did not 
believe hat the mills could produce enough 
to meet the consumption for the immediate 


future, and so far as the supply of logs was” 


concerned it cut no figure. Every 
foot of lumber produced would 
be sold, and the extent of the sales for the 
next year would be limited only by the ca- 
pacity of the mills to produce. He bad visited 
every market between St. Louis and Lake 
Superior, and found that the sales had been 
30 to 40 per cent larger than a year ago. It 
was true that the mills had started earlier 
than usual, but the floods had been an offset, 
for it had prevenved the sawing of at least 
2,500,000 feet which otherwise would have 
been sawed in one locality. He thought more 
than an average percent of logs would be 
carried over, however, and in view of this he 
did not see how it would be possible to sup- 
ply the demand. From this the speaker re- 
viewed the trade as a whole, which he said 
appeared to be the refuge of everybody who 
failed in other lines of business. There were 
two classes who had been the ruin of the 
e, — the man without capital who thought 
he was a logger, the capitalist with- 
out experience who rushed into the 
business as an investment. These 
classes had their own peculiar ideas 
of selling, collecting, etc., and in carrying 
them out the trate last year had been seri- 
ously injured. He did not think there could 
be any harmony between the East and West 
in the business until there was an under- 
standing between the producers and dealers 
in the matter of price-lists, and until there 
was a uniform name for lumber. 
. Mr. Lamb said that the increased produc- 
tion of wheat and corn, and the increase in 
the number of immigrants, would swell the 
demand for lumber beyond measure. These 
had not been taken into account, but ought 
to be. He did not agree with some of the 
gentlemen in the assumption that there was 
al surplus of logs.

LIAN ADELAIDE NEILSON. 

aig Aug. 16.—The details of the sudden 

death yesterday morning of Miss Adelaide 
Neilson, the actress, are as follows: She 
had left her home with a party of friends in 
the best of spirits, and in good 
health, to take a dejeuner a la fourchette in 
the famous Duchalet Restaurant, which is 
situated in the Bois de Boulogne, and on 
arriving the little group seated themselves 
at one of the tables and began their meal. 

During its progress Miss Neilson was full 
of merriment, and was the life of the con- 
versation. 

She frequently alluded to her success in 
her profession, and spoke hopefully of what 
she expected to accomplish during the 
coming season, and in the more distant fut- 
ure. 

The scene in the vicinity of the restaurant 
was very beautiful and attractive, and men- 
tion was made by members of the party to it, 
and to the beauty of the light as it fell upon 
the lake near the building. 

Suddenly Miss Neilson turned pale, gave a 
low ery, pressed her hand upon her heart, 
and fell back in her chair. 

Greatly alarmed, her friends hastened to 
procure medical assistance, but the actress, 
after lingering a few hours, died about mid- 
night. Itis supposed death was caused by 
heart-disease. 


Lillian Adelaide Neilson is dead. She died 
in Parison Sunday. A cablegram tells us 
that on the morning of that day she left her 
home with a party of friends in the best of 
spirits, and apparently in the best of health, 


‘to breakfast at the famous Duchalet Restau- 


rant in the Bois de Boulogne. Neilson, it is 
said, was full of merriment and was the life 
of the conversation. Suddenly she turned 
pale, gave a low cry, pressed her hand upon 
her heart, and fell back in her chair. After 
lingering a few hours she died. The cause 
of death is supposed to have been heart dis- 
ease. 

For sixteen years Miss Neilson has been 
She was born in Sara- 
gossa, Spain, in 1850. Pascoe says—and he 
is probably right—that her father was a 
Spanish Count; her mother the daughter of 
an English clergyman. It has also been said 
that she was the daughter of an honest and 
respectable woman who kept a small fancy 
goods store in London; that she was found 
by some theatrical manager serving in the 
capacity of a barmaid in that metropolis, and 
that he, attracted by her beauty and intelli- 
gence, induced her toenter the profession 
in which she became such an ornament. 
The other version of the story of her youth 
tells us that when quite a child her father, 
the Count, died, her mother removed from 
Spain to England, and probably had it not 


been for the panic in England about 1864 she 


never would have been heard of, for by that 


panic Miss Neilson and her mother were 


nearly ruined, and the young girl then 
turned her attention to a theatrical career for 


the purpose of earning alivelihood. At the 


age of 15—early in 1865-—she made her ap- 
pearance at the Theatre Royal, Margate, En- 
gland. Her beauty was instantly recognized, 
but grave objection was found with a certain 
peculiarity in her speech which amounted 
toan impediment. This she overcame after 
being on the stage for a year or two at the 
cost of no little effort. From Margate Miss 


| Neilson went to the Royalty Theatre, Lon- 


don, opening in Juliet during July of the 
same year, and during that engagement she 
played a succession of legitimate roles. 
These roles were, of course, far ahead of her 
experience, but youth and beauty secured 


her a hearing, and like many an actress, fan- 


| eying that the very fact of her appearance in 
confidence pervading every | 


such parts in a London theatre was sufficient 
to stamp her as astar, she started upon a 


Then the young actress turned her face 
toward London again, hoping to secure an 
engagement, . 

The story of her failure had, however, 
reached the great metropolis before her, and 
no manager would for a time give her an 
opening. Finally, in November, 1866, at the 
Adelphi, owing to the indisposition of Miss 
Kate Terry, then a prominent actress, the 
play then running was shelved. the old 
Adelphi drama of Victorine” was revived, 
and Miss Neilson was specially engaged to 
personate the vision-seeing and coquetis h 
Parisian embroideress. She achieved partial 
success, but her success did not bring her 
much popularity. Mr. Watts Paillips’ once 
popular melodrama, ** Lost in London,” was 
first played at this theatre in March, 1807, 
and Miss Neilson was fortunate enough to be 
cast for the part of Nelly Armroyd. The 
Times said she acted with spirit and pathos, 
but told her that she had very much 
to learn in the way of natural and 
graceful gesticulation. Between this 
period and the opening of the 
season of 1868 Adelaide played all sorts of 
parts, from Nan, the Good-for-Nothing, to 
Juliet, and then we find her upon another 
tour of the provinces. During this trip, 
while she made no money, she begun to oo. 
tain warm tributes from the eritics. It was 
in September of this year that she appeared 
as Rosalind in “ As You Like It” for the 
first time atthe Theatre Royal, Edinburg, 
Scotiand, and made an artistic success, but 
she could not get the people to come and see 
it. Leaving Scotiand, and playing at inter- 
mediate towns to empty ben es, she reached 
Birmingham. Night after night she went 
upon the stage and religious!y performed her 
part to rows of vacant seats and a few peo- 
ple huddled around the orchestra. Mana- 
gers cared little for her, the public cared 
less, and during this period of her career 
many a time the heart of Miss Neilson must

To illustrate the manner in which the

Neilson at this time—only three years before 
her advent in America—we may recite an 
actual occurrence. It was at the end of the 
first week of this Birmingham engagement 
alluded to that the manager came and urgea 
her to play the heroine ina dramatization of 
an early novel by Miss Braddon, entitled 
The Captain of the Vulture.” The author 
was a Birmingham writer of some local 
note. The manager imagined that this fact 
would bring a full house, and Adelaide, 
eager to jump at anything to secure a big 
audience, accepted the part—a long one—on 
the Saturday 8 after the performance, 
and had mastered it in time for rehearsal on 
Monday morning. She received much glory 
for her performance, but very little money. 
The play was born and buried, and at the end 
of her engagement she received as her share 
the munificent sum of four shillings—one 
dollar! Her purse was almost empty, her 
board-bills were due, she was unknown to 
the landlady, and was compelled to leave her 
maid sitting on her trunks until she could 
obtain money from London to release them 
while the tragedienne started for a rehearsal 
at Swanzey, where she was billed to appear. 
Four vears afterwards she played in the 
same Birmingham theatre and carried away 
as her share $2,000,

THE COURTS. 


Some Peculiar Railroading Ex- 
ploits Shown Up. 


A Number of Divorces Applied for 
Yesterday—Items and Judg- 
ments. 


THE CHICAGO & ILLINOIS RIVER 
RAILROAD. 

An unnecessarily voluminous bili was filed 

yesterday in the United States Circuit Court by 

the Massachusetts Mutual Life-Insurance Com- 


pany against the Chicago & Alton Railroad Com- 
pany, the Chicago & Illinois River Railroad 
Company, the Chicago Railway Construction 
Company, Corydon Beckwith, T. B. Blackstone, 
George Straut, Charles H. Foster, William Cole- 
brooke, Luther Dearborn, E. C. Akin, Julius 
White, John J. Mitchell, John F. Slater, and 
John B. Dumont, asking for an accounting and 
other kinds ot relief. 

After stating the facts concerning the 
organization of the Illinois River Road 
in 1867, with a capital stock of 
$1,000,000, the bill states that in 1873 the Chicago 
Railway Construction Company was organized 
for the purpose of building the Illinois River 
Road. The stock of the Construction Company 
was fixed at $200,000, and its affairs were man- 
aged by the same persons who controlled the 
lilinois River Road. Before May, 1875, a line of 
road had been constructed from Joliet twenty- 
five miles southwest to the Mazan River in 
order to furnish transportation for the large 
quantities of coal in tne Wiimington coal-fields, 
5,000 acres of which lands had been bought for 
the Construction Company. Prior to this the 
Chicago & Alton Road had had a monopoly of 
the Wilmington coal trade, and after the liJinois 
River Road cut in, and also began ma ar- 
rangements with the Chicago, Rock d 
& Pacific Road to transport passengers and 
freight from Joliet to Chicago, the Alton Road 
began to see that it was necessary to cut off this 
threatening competition. For this a 
Jesup, Paton & Co., the New York financial 
ageuts of the Alton Road, ostensibly on their 
own behalf, but, as is claimed, really in behatf 
of the Alton Road, made a proposition to the 
lllinois River Koad to lease its property in per- 
petuity to the Alton Read on condition that the 
latter would guarantee the interest at 7 per cent 
on $700,000 of bonds and also pay over a prorata 
of the receipts for freight 8 
Jesup, Paton & Co. also offe in such 
event to advance money to the Con- 
struction Company as it was needed, se- 
“ured only by the bonds of the Iilineis River 

oad, and to undertake to sell such bonds 
at not less than %5 cents on thedollar. The 
lease was accordingly executed by the Dlinois 
River Road to the Alton Company, and Jesup, 
Paton & Co. then advanced $150,000 to the Con- 
struction Company, taking as security the mort- 
gage bonds and notes indorsed by both the com- 
panies and the officers of the Executive Com- 
mittees of both roads. The lease was not finally 
executed and delivered until April, 1875. About 
the same time the Illinois River Company and 
the Construction Company made a trust-deed 
on all their property to se@ure an issue of $1,000,- 
000 of bonds, and it was proyided in the deed 
700,000 of these bonds 
should be guaranteed by the Alton Road, but it 


| was expressly provided that the trust-deed 


should be subject to the lease. The lilinois 
River Road was at this time largely in

The Alton Road also refused to com- 
plete the road, but patiently waited until the 
unfortunate Company should go to pieces finan- 
cially and be absorbed by it. The only reason

ruin the Illinois River Railroad Com 
by compelling the latter to transfer 210 of its 
bonds, numbered from 790 to 1,000, to Beckwith, 
and to issue to Beckwith also 6,000 shares of its 
stock. The unfortunate road was also obliged 
to allow Directorsin the Alton Road’s interest 
to be chosen, and to assign a majority of the 
stock of the Coalfieid Coal Company, which it 
owned, to the same attorney. y this means 
the Aiton Road got entire possession of both the 
Iinois River Road and the Construction Com- 
pany, and it then proceeded to squeeze them at 
its pleasure. The Illinois River Road was like- 
wise forced to issue 9,850 shares of its stock 40 
the Construction Company, 6,000 shares of which 
were immdiately turned over to Beckwith, and 
to issue to it $1,000,000 of bondsin payment for 
constructing the road. 

The complainant is owner of eighty bonds 
unguaranteed, on which there is now due $28,000 
interest. 

In August, 1875, the Construction Company 
advanced enough money to pay off the liens on 
the road, and tendered an indemnifying bond to 
Beckwith against the claim of the U nion Rolling 
Mill Company, and demanded that he surrender 
the personal property of the road taken May 7, 
1875, but he refused to accede to their request. 
Subsequently 226 of the 700 guaranteed bonds 
were surrendered, leaving only 474 of such bonds 
outstanding. 

The bill then goes on to give some - extracts 
from the correspondence between T. B. Biack- 
stone, President of the Alton Road, and Jesup, 
Paton & Co., which tend to prove very — 5 
that the Alton Road was attempting to get the 
ownership of the Illinois River Road without pay- 
ing forit. In pursuance of this scheme Jesup, 
Paton & Co. sold the 474 bonds held by them to 
John F. Slater, a Director in the Alton d, for 
$426,000, which amount, less commission, was 
credited to the Illinois River Road, leaving a bal- 
ance Of $5,125.65. It is charged that these bonds 
were really bought by the Alton road, which has 
Since had control of them. 

In September, 1875, the Illinois River Road, 
then under the control of the Alton Road, maae 
an arrangement with the Chicago, Pekin & 
Southwestern Railroad Company by which the 
lattbr was to buy the right of way of the illinois 
River Road at a price to be fixed, but was not 
required to pay any cash or give security. The 

*ekin & Southwestern Road has since used th 
line also from the Mazon River to Joliet, bu 
the rental, which was fixed ata percenta on 
$219,020.47, the assumed value of the Tilinois 
River Road, has been so absorbed by the Alton 
Road that little remains. The complainant
